British and American Air Forces 


Blast Northern France, Belgium

LONDON, Jan. 22. (>P)-Swarms 
of British and Allied planes car­ 
ried out extensive, large-scale of­ 
fensive sweeps over northern France 
and Belgium today in a followup 
to the ninth night bomber attack 
this month on Hitler’s Ruhr valley 
arsenal. 
The air ministry said seven Ger­ 
man fighters were destroyed and 
that four Allied bombers and six 
fighters were lost in the daylight 
operations that extended over 350 
miles of German-occupied coastal 
territory from Ghent to the Cher­ 
bourg peninsula. 
Oil installations at Terne men near 
Ghent were bombed as were Ger­ 
man airfields at Maupertus, Abbe­ 
ville, st. Omer ana on the Cher­ 


bourg peninsula. "Many squadrons” 
which included Dominion and other 
Imperial fighters, as well as Amer­ 
ican and British, covered the bomb­ 
ers fighting swirling dogfights high 
above the occupied coast. 
Airfield Attacked 
The Maupertus airfield is one of 
the principal bases for the Focke- 
Wulf 190’s the Germans have been 
using increasingly in day-light raids 
on England. 
The sweeps were spearheaded by 
American fighter pilots, and the air 
ministry said it was on a "large 
seole,” indicating big numbers of 
fighters made the foray in addition 
to bombers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (A*) — 
Lieutenant Colonel Lewis B. Puller 
of the marines, just returned from 
Guadalcanal Island, estimated today 
that there are less than 4,000 Jap­ 
anese soldier# left on the Island and 
declared that there should be “no 
trouble” in cleaning them out. 
Puller, who commanded a batta­ 
lion of marines until he left the 
Solomons January I, said that there 
were originally about 15,000 Japan­ 
ese, 
including 
various 
reinforce­ 
ments, on Guadalcanal and that of 
those 7,000 were killed up to Janu­ 
ary I. Since that time the navy 
has reported an additional 
1,000 
killed. 
These 8,000 are known to have 
been killed, Puller said, and his es­ 
timate of less than 4,000 remaining 
in the island meant that some 3,000 
had been put out of action by cap­ 
ture, death from wounds or other 
causes. 
Puller was wounded seven times in 
one engagement, but refused to leave 
the field of battle. He declared that 
the Japanese on Guadalcanal “have 
had enough of it," and expressed 
the opinion that when the American 
forces there now almost entirely 
army troops, close in on the Jap­ 
anese they probably will surrender. 
He said that he based this view 
on his belief that the Japs had notj 
heretofore in the Pacific fighting 
been placed in a position similar to 
that of the American troops on Ba­ 
taan in the Philippines, who were 
compelled to surrender because tliey 
ran out of food and supplies.

ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND, 
Md., Jan. 22 <AP) — Production of 
ordnance m aterial by June will be 
equal to "one Em pire State building 
per hour or one P anam a C anal a 
day,” predicted Jam es 
L. W alsh, 
chairm an of the W ar Production 
Com mittee of M echanical Engineers. 
He told ordnance officers a t the 
proving ground th a t It was their 
job “to supply and keep th a t equip­ 
m ent in shape.” 
"Rem em ber, a gun is but a shine 
piece of equipm ent and a plane is 
just a glorified grandstand unless 
they are kept in repair and receive 
their am m unition,” he declared. 
‘‘Strategy and tactics are im por­ 
ta n t element* of w ar, but the m ost 
essential is logistics—which is the 
arm y word for supply. 
"An outstanding exam ple of this

T he Russians also reported gains 
extending from Bulak 200 miles al­ 
m ost due south to the Caucasian 
m ountain range. 
On the low'er C aucasian railway 
skirting the m ountains Soviet troop* 
are driving northw estw ard and last 
were reported about forty-tw o miles 
from Armavir, rail gateway to the 
Maikop oil fields to the west. 
T he Russian* said “fierce fig h t­ 
ing is taking place at every popula­ 
ted place and on every advantage­ 
ous line.” 
T he entire front from Voronezh 
on the upper Don river to the C au­ 
casus m ountains wa* in m otion, and 
nowhere did th e Russian* acknow­ 
ledge any reverse* 
W henever their 
troop* were held up by Axis "hedge­ 
hop'’ positions, the Red Army sur- 
rounded them and began w hittling 
them down 
No further gain* were reported 
in the sector south of Voronezh, on 
tile westward push tow ard K harkov 
and Kursk, but the Russian* said 
they had wiped out more th an loo 
Axis troops northw est of O ikhovat- 
ka.

THE REASONS given by the New Deal 
for appropriating $458 000,000 to develop

or 7,000,000 people in the area have been 
adjusted to the protect and it will be sub­

But 
Congress has been prevented {rom 
legislating on the subject of strikes 
in wartime by the president, who, 
as commander in chief of the army 
and navy, can find plenty of rea­ 
sons for ordering a mail-order house 
to grant mam tenance-of-member- 
*hip to a labor union, even though 
there are no other m atters in dis­ 
pute, but who doesn't seem to be 
able to justify the use of sanctions 
to 
prevent indiscriminate 
strikes 
during war, 
Ftor the executive to apply pen­ 
alties or sanctions is wrong in prin­ 
ciple. Likewise, for the War Labor 
Bourd to attem pt to penalize those 
coal strikers who stopped work is 
wrontr, because there is no basis in 
law for such punishment. Tile only 
Justified basis for penalizing any 
Citizen who violates a wartime res- 
triction Is in a statute duly passed 
by Congress, 


Plenty of Pretexts 


The bureaucrats can find plenty 
of pretexts for taking away ration 
books, and they impose penalties on 
alleged “pleasure 
driving by per­ 
sona who use their own property to 
pursue normal errands, but no bu- 
rem crat has the temerity to rec­ 
ommend 
that 
Congress 
legislate 
penalties for strikes during wartime, 
'rite reason, of course, is that the 
public interest is secondary to the 
political 
interest, 
and 
until 
the 
American people insist that their 
representatives in Congress cour­ 
ageously ignore class appeals and 
act , for the whole country, especial!v 
in wartime, nothing will be done 
about it. 
When the president proclaimed 
his no-strike agreement in Decem­ 
ber, 1941, this correspondent and 
other observers pointed out th at 
there was no way to enforce such 
a pledge and that the 
top execu­ 
tive boards on neither the CIO nor 
the AFT; nor any other national 
union seemed to be able to discip­ 
line local unions or their members. 
Tile government of the United 
State* has been unwilling to let 
trade 
associations 
or 
business 
group* discipline 'hem sehes. 
In ­ 
stead. tile administration ha* in- 
aisted that, any employer who de­ 
cline.. to perform on a war contract 
—or. even if he isn't 
doing 
war 
work 
doesnt grant maintenance- 
of-membership 
in 
a 
union 
can 
have hts property seized. 
Indeed, 
there have been a number of in­ 
stance^ in which the president has 
ordered either the army or the 
navy to move in and deprive a m an­ 
agement of control of its own prop­ 
erty. 
This procedure has had the effect 
of scaring employers, so that today 
they appear to 
be ready to yield 
whenever an administration agen­ 
cy tells them to jump through a 
hoop for a 
labor 
union. 
But no 
such scare has been 
directed to­ 
ward labor union politicians wire 
conspire to bring about strikes 
in 
wartime. 
How did it happen, for instance, 
that many ihou.'ands of men went 
out on strike in the coal regions? 
It was as a result of some concerted 
leadership. The grievances 
of the 
miners may have been real -tile 
causes of labor disputes are hardly 
trivial in wartime when they pro­ 
duce a strike of rite duration of the 
coal stoppage 
but without organi­ 
zation the strike in Pennsylvania 
couldn't harp been brought about.

In the present phase of the coal 
strike. 
President Roosevelt 
and 
Mr. Lewis happened to be on the 
same side. Both wanted the miner* 
to go back to work- -Mr Roosevelt 
because he wanted the coal mined: 
Mr. Lewis because the strike is in 
part against the amount of dues 
the miners pav Mr. Lewis as head 
of the union. 
Mr. lew is seemed irked to find 
himself on the same side as Mr. 
Roosevelt, even 
temporarily. 
At 
a public hearing before the War 
Labor Board, he relieved himself bi 
a side swipe at 
Mr. 
Roosevelts 
White House intim ate—saying "our 
mine workers cannot make enough 
in a week to buy Harry Hopkins an 
evening dinner at the Carlton hotel 
on (he basis to which he J* ac­ 
customed” And he pointedly de­ 
clared thaj in April he will demand 
higher pay for (he miners—and will 
not be bound by the standard aet 
bv the War Labor Board for lndus- 
try general!’., fifteen per cent above 
the level of January I, 1941. 


Authority Threatened 


Such a demand, if carried out in 
April, would threaten the authority 
of th# War Labor Board, and th rea­ 
ten 
the Administration’* anti-ln- 
flmtlon program. 
It would raise a 
dramatic iasue between 
President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Lewis. 
The permanent relation between 
the two men la- what word .shall we 
ow? On the part of Mr, Lewis, it 
h feud, on the part of Mr Roose­ 
velt 
vendetta. Mr Lewis** method 
of combat is heavy bludgeoning. 
Air. Roosevelt’*, adroitness 
It be­ 
gan, es enmities often do, In their 
political relation, at first alliance, 
later hostility. 
Direct and public cla*h between 
the two occurred in the autumn of 
1941. Mr. Lewis called a strike of 
miner*, in certain soft coal mines, 
demanding a “cloned shop”- that ie 
all workers In the mines must be 
member* of Mr Lewis* muon. Tie 
United Mine Workers 
The mines 
were already ninetv-flve per cent 
“closed shop"; Mr 
Lewis wanted 
the remaining five per rent. 
He 
maintained the strike with hi* ha­ 
bitual manner of belligerent defi­ 
ance both of tile mine worker* and 
of the Roosevelt administration 


Patient Attitude 


Mr. Roosevelt adopted a tone of 
patient pleading In a arrie* of tet­ 
ter*, carefully mild in tone, he asked 
Mr Lewis to rah off the strike and 
let the issue be settler by one form 
or another of negotiation, He ap­ 
pealed to Mr. Lewis and Hie mm# 


workers 
as “loyal 
citizens”, 
and 
begged them “to come now to the 
aid of your country.” He beseeched 
them to resume mining of coal 
"essential 
to the preservation of 
our freedom, yours 
and 
mine.’’ 
The patiently pleading tone of Mr 
Roosevelt wax strikingly illustrated 
by wording in hi* third letter: “For 
the third time your government, 
through me, asks you—* And in a 
still later letter to both Mr. Lewis 
and the mine owners: “I am ask­ 
ing you—I never threaten—I am 
asking you to please talk over this 
problem . . . ” 
Finally, the issue was referred to 
a government 
agency, 
the then 
existing Labor Mediation board. It 
decided, 9 to 2, against the closed 
shop and Mr. Lewis But Mr. Lewis 
did not accept the decision. And 
tile 'wo dissenters on the Mediation 
board—they were associates of Mr, 
Lewis and the United Mine w ork­ 
ers—resigned. 
T hat was a blow to 
Mr. Roosevelts authority and pres­ 
tige. and to the government, tor 
it practically ended the Mediation 
board 


Lewi* Final Winner 


Still later Mr. Roosevelt proposed 
th at the issue be referred to an ar­ 
bitration board of three men to be 
appointed by him, and this wa* 
done. 
Some comment at the time 
failed this a “face-saving gesture”. 
The board decided. 2 to I, in favor 
of Mr. Lewis and the closed shop. 
Mr. Lewis's victory was dramatic, 
for a special reason. 
During the 
controversy Mr Roosevelt had made 
a strong declaration of his position, 
ba.-ed on principle 
He had said 
th a t: “The government will not or­ 
der . . . a so-c&lied closed shop. 
The government will never compel 
this five per cent of the men to 
Join the union by a government de­ 
cree.” 
Yet in the end a chased shop 
was ordered. Tile five per cent were 
compelled to join the union. And 
it was done by a board appointed by 
the president.
